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Zoning law foe refutes criticism 


By HENRY CANTIN 

In answer t'' an article appearing in last week’s Romulus 
Roman, the Citizens Advisory through Chairman Robert 
Plank, wa quick to point out what it alleges to be deliberate 
falsehoods by the present council chairman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry. 

Interviewed this week, Plank said, “Let’s examine the 
council chairman’s statements to see what he really is 
saying. 

“The article appearing last week says ‘The zoning law and 
man were accepted by the electorate. 1 This is not true," 
Plank says. (Ed. note: that statement was not made by 
Raspberry but was mistakenly reported by the Roman. 
Council approved the zoning law, which was not subject to a 
vote of the people.) 


Plank continued, “The Planning Commission and the 
Advisory Committee had agreed to support the map and law 
as submitted at the public hearing. However, in a specially 
called, secret executive session there were changes made 
which were never agreed upon by the advisory group or the 
Planning Commission.” 

In referring to what he called another deliberate falsehood 
by the councii chairman. Plank said, “Mr. Raspberry leads 
the public to believe that all changes were made in the zoning 
because of the opinions stated at the public hearing." 

The facts are. Plank said, that an individual who presently 
holds a multi-thousand dollar rubbish contract with the city 
was granted multiple zoning in an area which will badly 


depreciate the property in an existing new subdivision. 

Raspberry said last week that this specific change was 
made as a result of a request by the land owner, a request 
that the council received prior to the public hearing. The case 
did not arise at the public hearing. 

“Although there were many other requests for multiple 
zonings, and other changes,” Plank said, “only a selected 
few were given changes. We ask why. 

Council President Raspberry says they (the council) were 
following the advice of their counsel in denying the petition of 
the advisory committee. We ask: does their legale uncel also 
advise them to hold over two-thirds of their scheduled 
meetings in secret session as they have done ver the past 
year?" 

Further, Plank added, “We ask, if their counsel advised 
them not to let the people have the right to vote on their laws, 


as he has done, would it be safe to assume that the council 
chairman would not be in favor of the people’s right to vote in 
a free society? This may be done in other countries, but in 
America we still have that right. 

“The advisory committee would like to point out,” the 
chairman added, “that while Mr. Raspberry would lead the 
public to believe that he is an expert on zoning, the truth of 
the matter is that he never attended even one meeting of the 
advisory committee, which were all open and advertised to 
the public.” 

All of the meetings, Plank stated, had professional people 
in attendance, such as a representative from the State Tax 
Commission, attorneys, planners and representatives of the 
administration ot local government.

Historic police contract 
takes effect next week 
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Pollution control step 
is announced by GM 


Construction will begin next 
month on two major pollution 
control projects at GMC Truck

Soil surveyers 
finish in Sumpter 


The Wayne County 
Cooperative Soil Survey team 
has finished field mapping in 
Sumpter Township, Dan 
Kesselring, district 
conservationist, USDA Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) 
reported the field work was 
completed last week. 

The soils information 
gathered has been recorded on 
aerial photographs by the Soil 
Scientists for all of Sumpter 
Township. At the present time 
only single copies of these 
aerial photographs, or field 
sheets as they are called by 
the Soil Scientists, are 
inexistence. 

Copies are not available for 
distribution. 

However, anyone who wants 
to get information on the soils 
on a particular parcel of land 


can come to the SCS office at 
2006 S. Wayne Rd., Westland 
and copy the soil map from the 
field sheet. A good way to do 
this is to use thin tracing 
paper and trace the lines and 
symbols from the soil map. 

A limited number of copies 
of the field sheets will be 
reproduced and made 
available in the spring of 1972. 
These copies will be made 
only for the townships that are 
completed in 1971, according 
to Kesselring. 

Since the SCS people spend 
much of their time in the field, 
it would be best to call ahead 
and arrange an appointment if 
you want to get information on 
soils that have already been 
mapped. About 47,000 acres 
have been mapped so far in 
1971.

Stoelton-Lambert defense motion denied

Motions to dismiss attempt bribery conspiracy charges 
against former Van Buren Township Supervisor Edward C.

Stoelton of 43308 Alva Dr., Belleville; and Lambert, of 
Southfield, have pleaded not guilty to charges that they 
conspired to solicit a bribe in the amount of $12,000 from the 
State Land Co. a sand excavating firm, and Mrs. Florence 
Poniatowski, Van Buren Township land owner at 40192 1-94 
Expressway. 

Both defendants are out on a $1,000 personal bond. 

The court, in handing down its decision last week ordered 
opposing attorneys to contact the court on setting a trial date. 
As of Monday, a check with the court disclosed that no trial 
has been set. 


In addition to denying motions to dismiss, the court also 
dismiss motions for separate trials for the defendants. 

The criminal charges against the two men, filed by the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office, followed an investigation 
by the Wayne County Sheriff’s Road Patrol Division of a 
complaint made by John Seefelt, co-owner of the State Land 
Co. 

The alleged attempt bribery information accused the pair 
of conspiring to solicit bribes from Seefelt and Mrs. 
Poniatowski, on whose land, the firm was engaged in sand 
excavating work. 

The bribes were to be exchange for allowing renewal of the 
firm’s sand removal permit by the township. 

Stoelton was supervisor of the township from December, 
1968 until Nov. 20, 1970 and a member of the township board 
for 11 years prior to becoming supervisor. 



McGinnisses are thankful, 
hope for final miracle

Mrs. Eva McGinnis came 
from Seaway Hospital in 
Trenton last Thursday to a 
home with comforts and 

conveniences that she never 

expected to have. 

“I didn’t have much as a 
child at home and we’ve never 
had much since we’ve been 
married. It’s just wonderful 
that people have been so 
kind.” 

Eva, one of 14 children, 
came to Michigan with her 
husband Arnold after their 
marriage in Ashland, Ky., 
fourteen years ago. They have 
lived in the Van Buren - 
Romulus area since 1967 and 
are buying a modest home at 
39820 Huron River Dr. 

The family, which includes 
six daughters between 4 and 13 
years of age, has denied 
themselves all but the 
necessities to try to meet their 
obligations during Eva’s 


illness, which began about 
three years ago. Her doctors 
now say there’s no hope and, 
barring a miracle. Eva will 
soon lose her battle with 
cancer. 

Through the interest, 
prayers and assistance of 
Enterprise-Roman readers, 
their lives have taken a 
hopeful turn. During the last 
month two bank accounts 
have been established in their 
name, their house payments 
have been brought up to date, 
a prescription fund has been 
started at a local pharmacy, 
appliances (washer, dryer,

The court stated that the statutory requirement that all 
proceedings in district court be made on the record has not 
been violated by the failure to make a record on the issuance 

of the warrant. The court added: } . 

“The warrant itself constitutes the record and it would 
appear to this court that there are no open court proceedings 
on the issuance of the warrant whcih the statute con¬ 
templates in requiring that a record be made ot ail 

“It would further appear to 
this court that while exact 
dates may not have been fixed 
in the testimony of the 
prosecuting witnesses, that 
there was a sufficient fixing of 
times and places upon which 
the district judge could make 
a determination of facts in 
order to make the decision 
which he did.”

When the $47.1 million 
budget for military affairs and 
the Michigan State Police was 
passed by the Senate, it cut 
only $2.4 million from the 
figures originally enacted by 
the House. 

It was clear that the 
appropriatons committees 
had boiled out all the water 
possible. 

Later there was an unsigned 
memorandum distributed in a 
House committee which was 
used in contemplating the 
scope of state school aid for 
the fiscal year. It said: 

“Since the less-expensive 
appropriations bills have 
received favorable action in 
one of the other house, these 
two major bills (school aid 
and welfare) are the only ones 
remaining that are 
usable for balancing the 
budget ...” 

That statement was made to 
explain drastic school aid cuts 
in the Senate, a drop from $1.3 
billion to 1.041 billion from the 
original House bill. 

The big reduction came with 
the Senate decision to put an 
$8 million ceiling on the 
‘‘grandfather’s clause,” down 
40 per cent from last year, that 
guarantees that no school 
district will get less state aid 
than it did the preceding year. 

Another Senate committee 


cut was in Compensatory 
Education, extra state aid to 
enable qualifying districts to 
enrich programs for children 
in the lower 15 per cent of their 
class in academic 
achievement. 

The program received $17.5 
million last year, a raise to $25 
million was recommended 
and the Senate committee 
reduced that amount to $22.5 
million. 

There were other cuts down 
the line but the point the 
memorandum made was 
borne out — that school aid 
and welfare costs have risen 
to the level where they control 
spending in the state. 

The welfare budget has 
jumped to the $468.9 million 
recommended by Gov 
Milliken and the struggle over 
its final figure will be long and 
forensic. 

Third highest in the 
appropriations structure is the 
$312 million already passed by 
the Senate to finance higher 
education, Michigan’s 13 
publicly-supported colleges 
and universities. Mental 
health is next at $204.4 million.

House bills passed in the House include one whidT 
would establish a uniform child custody code. The 
proposal, now under consideration in the Senate, 
was recommended by the Michigan Law Revision 
Commission. It would make Michigan’s law similar 
to those in other states. 

The House has approved and sent to the Senate a 
bill which would require that all handicapped 
children in Michigan are provided with necessary 
education programs and services. 

It requires the State Board of Education to 
prepare a preliminary plan for education of the 
handicapped by July 1, 1972, and a final plan by 
March 1, 1973. Local school districts would have to 
furnish special education programs and services 
either directly or by contract with another 
educational agency. 

Such services would provide for special education 
throughout the state for children who are mentally 
retarded, emotionally disturbed and who have 
physical, vision, hearing, speech and learning 
disability handicaps. 

Supporters of the bill maintained that while most 
school systems have special education programs 
there are still many thousands of retarded, 
disturbed and handicapped children who are not 
receiving the services they need. 


We’re happy to see that the Michigan 
Jaycees, who played a dominant role in the 
1958 call for a state constitutional convention, 
are joining in the attempt to place the issue of 
a one-house legislature for Michigan before 
the voters next year. 

The Jaycees, at the summer convention last 
weekend in Marquette, agreed to seek the 
required 300,000 petition signature on the 1972 
ballot. 

It’s an issue that has been brought up in the 
Michigan House of Representatives by Rep. 
Joseph Swallow of Alpena, but has had some 
rough going so far. Hence, Swallow went to 
the Jaycees for help. 

In saying that we’re happy the Jaycees 
have committed themselves to the petition 
project, we’re not saying that we’re 
necessarily in favor of dumping the present 
two-house arrangement currently in use. At 
least, we’re not in favor of it at this time. 

Thati’s because we’ve heard only glowing 
reports of the unicameral set-up and little of 
its potential shortcomings, which we’re sure 
it has like any other system.

This includes $14.8 million for 
state recreational projects and $9.1 million for local 
projects. 

The funds, which come from a $100 million 
recreation bond issue approved by voters in 1968, 
are administered by the department of natural 
resources. 


Under a formula worked out by the legislature, 
part of the bond issue money must be used for 




facilities authority under the Department of 
Education.

The emergence of Mike 
Nichols from merely being 
one of the finest constructors 
of comedy and drama to an 
artistic director of the stamp 
of Fellini or Bergman is 
clearly marked by “Carnal 
Knowledge.” 

Here Nichols is not merely 
content to tell Jules Feiffer’s 
story (and, Lord, how Feiffer 
has matured from the rather 
crude “Little Murders”). He 
must express it in his own 
terms. His terms are to 
examine two college roomates 
and their women over 20 years 
with a microscopically close 
camera. His knife cuts fine; 
there is no background, no 
panoramic shots, no minor 
actors, just the principals. 

And they are hewn 
unbelievably close. A three- 
way conversation focuses on 
only one person. A dialog is 
filmed as a monolog. A tennis 
game is played and we watch 
it not, only the reactions of one 
of the spectators. Nichols does 
not fully handle his camera 
which occasionally becomes 


intrusive and we beg for him 
to back up so we can take a 
deep breath, but Nichols has 
made it plain there is nothing 
he cannot do. 


Feiffer’s story examines the 
relationship between Jack 
Nicholson and Arthur 
Garfunkel (Jonathon and 
Sandy) from their postwar 
collegiate days, when they are 
obsessed with sex in the not 
too sophisticated fashion 
which was once the wont of the 
then-less wordly collegiates, 
chiefly their rivalry over 
Candice Bergen (Susan) 
Sandy’s girl whom Jonathon 
tries to steal. 

After college, both try 
marriage unsuccessfully. The 
unassertive Sandy can not 
cope with Cynthia O’Neal 
(Cindy), forceful and 
domineering, while Jonathan 
begins a long quest of assorted 
mistresses leading to Ann- 
Margret (Bobbie), a busty but 
not over-bright girl whom, 
after several years of sleeping 
with him traps him into 
marriage with an overdose of 
sleeping pills, divorcing him 
later. 

The point is that carnal 
knowledge is not the fruit of 
the tree of knowledge in the 
Garden of Eden. Carnal 
knowledge does neither man 
any good. Sandy winds up with 
a straight-haired teenager, 
vacant of face, whom he 
claims is teaching him things 
he never knew Jonathon 
rapidly losing his virility, 
must seek out a prostitute,’ 


Rita Moreno, who can satisfy 
him only with a long involved 
ritual. 

“Carnal Knowledge” is the 
most mature work of not only 
Nichols and Feiffer. 
Nicholson, after years of 
mediocre films, has exceeded 
his capabilities expressed in 
the brief vignette of “Easy 
Rider” and the discontent in 
“Five Easy Pieces” in this 
pathetically honed picture of a 
man who wastes his sexual 
gifts without ever really 
achieving satisfaction. 


Garfunkel’s career since 
leaving Simon has been 
briefer, but his role as the 
Jifelong patsy to his women 
and to his friend leaves him no 
happier. Ann-Margret is the 
real surprise. I never knew 
she had these depths of 
passion in her; Nichols has a 
firm hand and brought out 
more than we have ever seen 
before. Candice Bergen is the 
only one seemingly without 
deep problems; what goes 
wrong with her relationship 
probably lies more in her 
husband than in herself. 

If “Carnal Knowedge” is -1 
slightly flawed in execution, it 
is not in design. If you see it, 
you will find many talents to 
astonish you.

author after an opening night 
disaster. By the time the 
critics come out to proclaim it 
a hit, the disgusted author has 
packed up and left, leaving the 
company with a potential hit 
and no writer to perfect it. 

Vivian Blaine should be a 


natural for the producer’s 
brassy wife, but she plays it as 
a lady. The potential is there— 
all that is needed is a bit more 
“Guys and Dolls,’’ but 
Kennedy has given her no 
guidance. 

Neither has he helped two 
other fine actors, Russel Nype 
as the star’s schnooky 
husband, nor Ruth McDevitt, 
as the star’s blistering 
mother.

To the editor: 

I attended the Law Enforcement Committee Meeting at the 
county level when the Sheriff 's Contract was revised. It was 
apparent the county dictated to our city officials everything 
they wanted. 

Not once did any of our city officials obiectto the increases 
in cost of the new and latest contract. They also agreed to 
pick up the pay increase of approximtely $1,000 each for the 
Sheriff’s officers as of Dec. 1, which will bring the contract 
cost up to approximately $400,000 as of December, 1971, and 
any other services that Romulus may require will cost the 
tax payers extra tax dollars. 

It is very conceivable that this existing contract could cost 
the tax payers of Romulus $600,000 after the first year, not to 
mention the exhorbitant amounts for the second and third 
years. 

We should take these tax dollars and build our own police 
department and give some of our young men and women an 
opportunity for employment within our own city. 

Furthermore, the salaries that arepaid out of our tax 
monies will be leaving our city. Under section 3.3 of the 
present contract it was stated that is agreeable to both 
parties, the city would bear the expense of setting up the 
local office for the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department; 
however, the sheriff’s department may use this facility to 
conduct business not only in Romuous, but anywhere else 
they see fit. Under any circumstance, we are entitled to 
certain services from the Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment for the County tases we pay. 

The taxpayers of Romulus should not have to pay extra for 
some of these county functions. Nor do I understand why 
Romulus needed an increase of 1.8 mills in this year’s budget. 
The young people and the Senior Citizens of our Community 
will be sharing the burden of heavy taxes placed upon them. 

At this time I would like to point out that our city employees 
will not receive an increase in salary becase our ad¬ 
ministration failed to negotiate in good faith. 

On Aug. 15, President Nixon’s new economic program was 
established and now as a consequence any salary increases 
for our city employees in the near future are definitely out. In 
comparison to other communities in our area our city em¬ 
ployees are underpaid. If additional monies are to be ex¬ 
pended anywhere, this is one area that should be given serius 
consideration. 

f am petitioning for the recall of certain elected city of¬ 
ficials not only because of the administrative positon on the 
police dpeartment matter but also becasue in so many of 
their acts and deeds. 

Neither the mayor nor the council is acting in good faith in 
matters relating to the specifics of our City Charter; even to 
the extent of completely disregarding and excluding public 
discussion. 

The time has come when the voices of the citizens of this 
community should be heard. It is high time that the city of¬ 
ficials realize that they are to administer the business of the 
city in accordance with the wishes of the people within the 
city, not as they would personally and individually wish to do. 

You are urged to join this movement by signing a recall 
petition now. Don’t missthis opportunity to put the govern- 
met of our city back into the hands of the citizens of Romulus.

Wayne County’s Board of 
Commissioners will offer jail 
prisoners $2 a day, plus other 
incentives, to work while 
awaiting trial as another step 
toward ending the over¬ 
crowding at the jaiL 

About 40 volunteers will 
take over food service and 
janitorial duties now being 
performed by already- 
sentenced trusties who will no 
longer serve time at the jail. 
This will reduce the jail 
population by that amount. 

The incentive plan, which 
will be tried on a 60-day trial 
basis, was approved by the 
county legislators Aug. 19. It is 
believed to be the only such 
pay plan in any Michigan jail. 
Under the law, pre-trial 
prisoners cannot be forced to 
work because, legally, they 
are presumed innocent. 

In addition to the pay and 
other privileges, the presiding 
judges of Detroit Recorder’s 
Court and Wayne County 
Circuit Court indicated that 
job perform . ce would £>e 


considered if a defendant is 
later found guilty and faces 
sentencing. 

The Board of Commis¬ 
si o n e r s also called a 
halt to preparations to move 
150 jail prisoners to the Detroit 
House of Correction 
(DeHoCo), deciding instead to 
house them in jails in other 
counties. 

The commissioners acted 
after Gus Harrison, director of 
the Michigan Department of 
Corrections, objected to the 
plan to renovate two vacant 
barracks at DeHoCo and move 
150 prisoners into them. 
Harrison complained about a 
lack of facilities for pre-trial 
prisoners at DeHoCo. He 
recommended instead that 
prisoners be housed in other 
county jails. 

Preliminary contacts 
indicated that other county 
jails might have room for a 
total of 105 inmates now — 
Macomb 10, Ingham 50 and St. 
Clair 45. Room for another 125 
may be available in January, 


according to Harrison — 100 at 
Saginaw and 25 at Livingston 
County. 

Early contacts indicated 
that it would cost about $5 per 
prisoner per day at the other 
jails, compared with a daily 
cost of $7 per prisoner at the 
Wayne County Jail. 


The costs involved in 
boarding inmates in other 
counties and the cost of the 
incentive program at the 
Wayne County Jail will be met 
out of $470,000 which the Board 
of Commissioners had 
earmarked for renovating and 
staffing the compound at 
DeHoCo. 


Sewer bid taken 

A contract for the construction of phase one of 
Romulus’ 1971 water and sanitary sewer program has 
been awarded to Two Way Construction Co., of 47595 
Gration Ave., Mt. Clemens by Romulus City Council. 

The firm, one of 11 area contractors who submitted 
bids, was awarded the contract on a bid of $558,920, the 
lowest received by the city. 

The city’scurrent water program has an estimated 
construction cost of 251,000and the sanitary sewei 
construction program for the current year has an 
estimated construction cost of $659,000. 

Charles C. Heilman of Wade & Trim Associates, city 
engineers, reported that $690,800 is presently available 
for phase one of the 1971 water and sanitary sewer 
projects. He recommended acceptance of the Two Way 
Construction Co. bid.

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Local government officials attend workshop 


Better data on which to base 
financial, operational and 
municipal-service judgments 
for all of Michigan’s local 
units of government was the 
ultimate aim of a three-day 
governmental accounting 
workshop held last week (Aug. 
16-19) at Michigan State 
University. 

More than 150 city, county 
and township clerks and 


treasurers - from South 
Range in Houghton County to 
Erie in Monroe - were at 
MSU’s Kellogg Center for 
Continuing Education getting 
assistance in transferring 
local government financial 
records to the new state 
uniform accounting system. 

Attending the accounting 
workship from Van Buren 


Township are Mrs. Erma Jean 
Payne, township clerk; Mrs. 
Dorothy J. York, deputy 
township treasurer and Miss 
Marie M. Whelan of the water 
department. 

Faculty from seven 
Michigan universities, 
colleges and community 
colleges and the state 
Department of Treasury 
assisted the elected local 


officials. 

“Utilization of the state 
uniform accounting system 
throughout the state will make 
it possible to feed data 
regarding local units of 
government to computers,” 
Dr. Mead said. 

“When this has been done, 
the data can provide answers 
to a multiplicity of questions 
which will ease and improve 


local government, for 
instance: How many dollars of 
a tax levy are actually 
collected? What is the cost of 
maintaining a fire department 
in a township of 10,000? Is a 
police dpeartment feasible in 
a township of 500?” 

It will also ease state 
auditing procedures, he 
allowed. 

The records being 


transferred in the MSU 
workshop vary from highly 
sophisticated reporting to 
practically no records at all. 

The workshop on the 
campus follows on the heels of 
a 50-hour governmental- 
accoutning course which was 
held in high school, college 
and university classrooms 
around the state to be within 
commuting distance of 


participating governmental 
officials. 

The workshop and the early 
training are sponsored by the 
Michigan Townships 
Association, the Michigan 
Municipal League and 
Michigan Department of 
Treasury with tne cooperation 
of the MSU Institute for 
Community Development and 
Continuing Education Service. 


Followup in the offices of 
participants will be a third 
and final stage of the current 
transfer-training effort, 
according to Dr. Mead, who 
with Prof. John Ruswinchel, 
MSU Department of 
Accounting, prepared both the 
text and the problem material 
being used in the tri-facted 
program.

The export of farm products 
in the past fiscal year reached 
$7.8 billion which is a new 
record according to Nick 
Smith, Chairman, Michigan 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 

Of this total commercial 
sales for dollars amounted to 
$6.8 billion which set a record 
for the second straight year. 

The President has set a goal 
of $10 billion. Japan continued 
as the leading single country 
market for U.S. agricultural 
products taking $1.2 billion. 

The recent announcement to 


farm record set 


expand or to remove some of 
the trade barriers with China 
and Eastern Europe and 
Russia is encouraging. Smith 
stated that we hope exports 
will stay high and grow as the 
productivity of American 
agrcultore grows, /s yields 
go up and farmers produce 
more‘we must find a market 
for more or prices will slip. 

The international market is 
working well in soybeans. In 
the past 15 years we have 
increased soybean production 
by 764 million bushels. Of this 
we are exporting over 500 
million bushels as beans or 


meal—almost two-thirds of 
the increase in use. We now 
have 55 per cent of the entire 
world market for oilseeds, 
cake and meal, Smith added. 

The market is working in 
grains. Wheat prices are the 
highest they have been in 
almost a decade and our 
commercial wheat exports 
are the largest in history. Our 
corn exports are running 
behind last year’s totals due to 
corn blight but exports of 
barley, oats and grain 
sorghums are at a higher 
level. 


Smith pointed out 
that ASCS farm programs 
eliminating large swings in 
prices which could force many 
efficient farmers out of 
business. The American 
people are more dependent 
than perhaps they realize on a 
relative handful of farmers 
being able to produce ef¬ 
ficiently so that people can get 
their food and fiber at a very 
economical cost.

Safety tips 
for food use 

“If in doubt, throw it out” is 
the summertime food-safety 
slogan suggested by Maryann 
Meldrum, Michigan State 
University food-marketing 
agent. 

Be especially careful of all 
creamed dishes, puddings, pie 
fillings, casseroles, poultry, 
ham, fish, potato salad, 
stuffings, gravies and chop- 
ped-food sandwiches, such as 
egg, ham or tuna salad, Miss 
Meldrum warns, because 
poisonous bacteria grow more 
easily in these foods. 

She advises refrigerating 
leftovers immediately after a 
meal or throwing them out. 

“Food-poisoning bacteria 
don’t signal their presence,” 
she said, “and contaminated 
foods often neither smell bad 
nor have off-flavors. 

Here are some additional 
suggestions from Miss 
Meldrum for summertime 
food handling: 

• Wash your hands 
thoroughly and often when 
preparing food, and keep 
insects and animals away 
from it. 

• Keep hot foods hot and 
cold foods cold. Several 
thicknesses of newspaper and 
insulated containers help hold 
heat or cold. Use them when 
transporting food to a picnic 
area. 

• Heat or chill food con¬ 
tainers and insulated carriers 
as well as food, then put the 
hot or cold food into the 
carriers. 

• Pack bags of ice cubes or 
cans of pre-frozen special 
liquid around the food. (You 
can freeze milk cartons filled 
with water and put them in the 
traveling cooler when you’re 
ready to go.) 

• Save most of the food 
preparation until the very last 
minute. Carry sandwich or 
salad ingredients in 
refrigerated containers to the 
picnic areas and combine 
after you arrive.

Mahalak reports on property tax relief 


State Repl Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus— 
whose 38th District embraces 
the cities of Romulus and 
Belleville and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van 
Buren as well as nine 
townships in Monroe County 
Monday commented on the 
approval of the Michigan 
House of Representatives of a 
resolution covering property 
tax relief and the graduated 
income tax in the following 
report: 


One of the most significant 
actions taken by the House 
was approval of House Joint 
Resolution *‘GG”, which 
covers property tax relief and 
the graduated income tax. 

The proposal still must be 
approved by the Senate before 
it can be placed before 
Michigan voters. Voter 
approval is necessary because 
the changes involve 
amendments to the state 
constitution. 


The main features of the 
proposal, as approved by the 
House are: 

—The elimination of 
property taxes as a source of 
financing school operation. 

— A limit of 26 mills on total 
overall property taxes (the 
limit is now 50 mills). 

—Replacement of the 
current flat-rate income tax 
with a graduated tax. 

As it is now, the package 


would be placed on the ballot 
as one proposition, hopefully 
in the special election this 
November. One proposition 
is necessary because the 
school property tax relief and 
the graduated income tax are 
closely related. 

In place of the property 
taxes, local school operations 
would be financed by the state 
through its income tax and 
other state revenues. School 
districts still would be able to

“This legislation is vitally 
important to the people of my 
district and many others 
because thousands of families 
are displaced by freeway 
construction and urban 
renewal,” said Mrs. Robinson 
who represents District 17 on 
Detroit’s lower west side.

six voted mills for enrichment 
program 4 S;an additional 1.5 
mills for community colleges 
an an additional total of 5.25 
voted mills for counties and 
townships. 

Votted mills mean they 
must be approved by voters 
before they can be levied. 


The Constitution presently 
allows only a flat-rate state 
income tax. Under this sytem 
wage earners pay at the same 
rate on the money they make. 
The graduated tax would be 
based on the amount of the 
earnings, or the ability to pay. 
The federal income tax is a 
graduated tax. 

The overall package is seen 


as a fairer method of taxation 
and one which would be 
adequate to meet the needs of 
the state. It would lift the 
burden from the homeowner 
and spread it equally among 
all wage earners. 

The property tax relief and 
graduated income tax 
proposals are interrelated and 
for this reason efforts are 
being made to place them on 
the ballot as one question. 

If they were presented as 
separate propositions, the 
state could be left in a strange 
situation. If the property tax 
reduction was approved and 
the graduated income tax 
defeated, it would result in a 
disaster for, public services 


unless other tax sources were 
found. If, on the other hand, 
the graduated —income tax 
passed and the property tax 
question was defeated, the 
opportunity for removing the 
school property tax burden 
could be lost indefinitely. 

It takes a two-thirds vote of 
both houses to place a 
proposed constitutional 
amendment on .the ballot. The 
House barely get the necessary 
two thirds vote and then only 
after three tries. 

There is opposition to the 
plan in the Senate and its fate 
there is at the present time 
uncertain. Possibly the plan 
could be considerably 
modified if and whenitcomes 
out of the Senate.
